THE RAUM NINORITY REPORT.

It is Rather Sovere on the Commise
slonor of Pensions,

Wasmxaron, Oct. 1.—The minority of the
special house committer nppointed to lnvesti-
iate the charges agalst Pepslon Commls
sioner Rauwn—Messrs. Lewls and Goodnight
—haveunitel in the preparation of aroport
sotting forth thelr oplnion on the resnlts of
the investigation. The report reviews their
ovidenes in the rfrigoator cnst and says:
“We lament the conduot of a public offelal
who invokesa Eno tochnicality of erimingl
law to seroen himself from proper investign-
tion and to hide from public view the detalls
of & business whiech is being conduoted from
one of the government bureaus und concern-
Ing the charnoter of which so many and such
dumnging charges have beon made.”’ As fo
the charge of the asdvancoment of pension
clims for Lemon in consideration of his on-
dorsing the commissioner's note, the report
stites: “No intimate friendship is shown to
have existed between the commissloner and
Lemonand there werono business  yelations
before, Why should Lemon -a good business
mun—risk 312,000 on one who is afmid t
have his solvency inguired into! “Che com-
pleted files systom wos just what Lemon de-
manded, and so spon 18 establishod ne wis
roudy to underwrite for tho commissionor,
which he had nevor before done, though
aften consulted by thy commissioner alwaout
his noals during seveml months before, It
s thus clear that Leemon was favored and

venetited, I 18 equully clear that Comrnls-
sloner Ravm  was  placed  under obligy-
tins  to  Lemon, something no rugged

integrity eon npprove and no delicate sense of
proprivty oudure

In eonclusion the report reads: *“Thas b
soemms 1o ws that the commissioner of pon-
slons s not properly esteemoed the  delicate
duties and sevius  responsibilities of  his
